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(57) Abstract: A content broadcast distributing system capable of quickly locating contents that are broadcasted. The present in- 
vention extracts contents broadcasted based on attribution information of the contents, transmits location tables in which the location 
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locating the contents. As a result, any access concentration to a transmitter apparatus can be avoided. 
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
